Area agriculture 
faces disaster 
over heavy rain 


Rain pelted Lompoc and Santa Ynez Valleys yesterday and last night damag­ 
ing tomato, hay, bean and flower seed crops in near disaster proportions. 


An estimated 1.1 inches fell in Lompoc Valley; 2.20 inches in Santa Ynez 
Valley; and up 2.75 inches at other locations. The storm raised season totals to 
3.26 inches in Lompoc; and 5.30 inches in Santa Ynez. Weather watchers said 
the storm — second major storm this month — made September thus far the 
wettest September in 60 years. Last year at this time there had been zero rain­ 
fall. 


The storm caught weather watchers by surprise. A portion of the roof of 
Montgomery Ward store in Santa Maria caved in at 11:22 p.m., under the 
weight of an estimated 100,000 gallons of water. An official said water weighs 
eight and one-third pounds per gallon. The water dropped in the store’s fur­ 
niture department. Officials said water covered the entire floor of the huge 
store, to a depth of about two inches and rushed out with a flood when the doors 
of the store were opened. Fire department officials blamed the cave-in cm an 
accumulation of water that was trapped on the roof by clogged downspouts. 


Elsewhere the major damage was reported in agriculture. 
Damage exceeding the million-dollar mark was suffered by growers of 
tomatoes and hay in the Santa Ynez Valley. About 800 acres of canning 
tomatoes are planted in the Valley. Hay acreage was not immediately known, 
but hundreds of acres of newly cut alfalfa and sudan grass were practically 
ruined as growers were unable to bale and remove the hay before the rain 
struck. Grape growers were also hard hit. 


Dep. Agriculture Commissioner Glenn Janssen said it w ill be days if not a 
month before the complete damage assessment can be made. Initially however 
. he said bean and flower seed crops would probably suffer most, particularly in 
Lompoc Valley. Lompoc grows about half of the county’s 9,000 acres of beans. 
He said the storm may wipe out the entire bean crop in some areas. 


Janssen said grape crops suffered a 25 per cent loss in the first September 
rain and further loss was expected from yesterday’s downpour. 
Asked if the agriculture losses might spur a disaster designation for relief to 
the farmer, Janssen said that that was a possibility. 
Committee appointed 
to survey education 
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Municipal bodies approve 
Floresta Park civic center

School board president Richard K. 
Jacoby last night appointed trustee 
Gail Steiger to serve with three other ap­ 
pointees on a landmark committee to 
seek out the educational needs and goals 
of the district. 
Steiger w ill serve with Judy Goard and 
Don Adams as parent representatives. 
Earl Sweetland, secretary-manager of 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce; 
and a number of educators. Robert 
Thompson, director of curriculum, will 
serve as task force chairman. Trustee 
Barbara Berg will be waiting in the 
wings as an alternate for Steiger. 
It will be the first full-scale assess­ 
ment of this magnitude and importance 
ever undertaken in the district since it 
was unified in 1960, according to some 
school officials. Thompson said the all- 
embracing work will take about 14 weeks 
to complete. 
Input on educational needs and goals 
will be gathered from each of the dis­ 
trict’s 17 facilities and combined to 
produce a composite district image. 
Thompson said later that the findings of 
the committee would be put to use in a 
number of areas of educational interest. 
In other action last night the board: 
— Declined to take further action on an 


appeal by Alberta Morgan who said 
school administrators had refused to 
give her details of her score on a district- 
administered test for the position of in­ 
structional aide. 
— Announced its intention to reappoint 
Eugene Huseman to another term on the 
district's personnel commission. 
— Offered assistant Supt. Mel Wilde 
all available assistance in his effort to 
produce the district’s first educational 
proficiency test for graduating seniors. 
— Amplified on previous board argu­ 
ments against the use of the district’s 
bus for handicapped children, as a means 
of transporting children from the 
Miguelito School area to Ruth School. 
Mary Walsh, speaking from the audience 
had appealed for a clarification of the 
board's position. At the same time, 
members of the audience disclosed that 
the City of Lompoc was considering an 
appeal by parents for the use of the city’s 
municipal bus to aid their cause. 
— Transferred $39,500 from the dis­ 
trict’s Special Reserve Fund for the 
purchase or financing of library expan­ 
sion at Crestview and Fillmore schools; 
the establishment or expansion of voca­ 
tional career centers at the five secon­ 
dary schools; and the purchase of 
vocational equipment for Maple High 
School

Five Lompoc m unicipal bodies, 
meeting simultaneously Tuesday night, 
gave unanimous approval to the concept 
of building a new city hall in Floresta 
Park and developing the surrounding 
area as a civic center. 
Following the endorsement of the 
proposal by the Planning Commission, 
Parks and Recreation Commission, 
Architectural Review Board and Civic 
Building Committee, the City Council 
voted to authorize filing a construction 
grant request under Title I of the Public 
Works Employment Act when these 
funds become available. 
The appropriations bill has not been 
signed by President Gerald Ford and 
there was some speculation that he 
might veto the funding. 
The council action also authorizes the 
city staff to negotiate a contract with 
architect Bob Wong of San Francisco for 
design and environmental assessment 
preparation services. 
Wong was present at the meeting to ex- 
plain the schematic plans for the 
proposed development. 
City Administrator Gene L. Wahlers 
reviewed the history of the civic center 
proposal, noting that it goes back more 
than 10 years when Floresta Park was 
suggested as the site. These plans never 
came to fruition, however, because of 
the lack of a final site determination and 
lack of financing, he said. 
“ Now we have an excellent chance to 
obtain a 100 per cent construction grant 
from the federal government,” Wahlers 
said, noting that Title I of the PW EA is 
designed to stimulate employment in the 
construction industry by assisting with 
public projects that would not be built 
without such aid. 
Wahlers stressed the need for the joint 
meeting to expedite plans for the 
development and still allow full review 
by the various city panels. He explained 
the tight time frame under which the ap­ 
plication must be filed and construction 
begun once the funds become available. 
Wong explained^. the nature of the ex­ 
isting site, noting it is bounded on the 
north by Ocean Avenue, the south by 
Cypress and is between C and E streets. 
Besides picnic, barbecue and children’s 
play equipment, the site has the 
Municipal Swimming Pool and Parks 
and Recreation Department offices, an 
electrical substation, a private residence 
and a concrete slab for court games 
Across D Street are the Police Depart-

Governor signs coastal legislation bill 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. signed into law today 
landmark legislation imposing perma­ 
nent controls on development of the pic­ 
turesque 1,072-mile California coast. 


The compromise bill represented com­ 
pletion of a decade-long drive by conser­ 
vationists to channel further coastal con­ 
struction to areas already developed, to 
preserve important ecological areas of 
the seashore and to open more beach to 
the public. 
The bill was among 21 environmental 
measures signed at a news conference 
Brown said together they represented a 
major step forward in protecting “ one of 
the most beautiful spots on the planet.” 
The bitterly contested 'coastal bill 
(SB1277), carried by freshman Sen. 
Jerome Smith, D-Saratoga, gives the 
state a permanent commission to over­ 
see local government decisions on use of 
a narrow ribbon of coast land generally 
1,000 yards wide. Each local government 
agency along the ocean must now draft a 
plan of how it will meet the state conser­ 
vation requirements. 
The bill, which was subject to exten­ 
sive negotiation and compromise, was 
spawned by a 1972 coastal protection in­ 
itiative approved by voters. 
The initiative established a system of 
temporary state and regional coastal 
commissions which are due to lapse at 
the end of the year when the new perma­ 
nent agency will be activated. 


If the bill had failed, California would 
have been left with few state develop­ 
ment restrictions for the scenic ocean 
region, which stretches from white 
sandy beaches in the south to a crashing 
surf against steep cliffs in the rugged 
north 


Brown also signed a major bill 
(AB2679) by Assemblyman John Knox, 
D-Richmond. which streamlines the 
process of filing controversial en­ 
vironmental impact reports on major 
developments 


Still to be acted upon by Brown is a 
companion coastal bill (AB400) by As­ 
semblyman Leo T McCarthy, D-San 
Francisco, which provides $1.5 million to 
finance the new commission. 
The McCarthy proposal also includes 
controversial appropriations of $6.3 
million to expand the state’s fledgling 
system of “ hostels” for coastal visitors 
and $23.5 million for acquisition of park 
land. 
The governor additionally signed a 
conservationist-supported proposal that 
seeks to strengthen state control over 
development at urban sprawl-threatened 
Lake Tahoe. The measure (AB4160) by 
Assemblyman Eugene Gualco, D- 
Sacramento, would expand membership 
of the Califomia-Nevada Tahoe Regional 
Planning Agency, subject to approval of 
both Nevada and Congress. 
Some conservationists have charged 
that the California legislation was neces- 
Syrian forces in advance 
on Palestinian defenses 


BEIRU T, Lebanon (U P I) - Syrian 
forces with tanks and surface-to-surface 
missiles breached Palestinian defenses 
today and advanced toward two key 
towns on the second day erf their thrust 
into the mountains behind Beirut. 


Lebanon’s central mountain ranges 
echoed to the thunder of artillery. But 
despite a Syrian advance six miles down 
one of two key mountain roads, the 
Palestinians still seemed to be generally 
in control of their fronts. 


The main battles raged about 17 miles 
east of Beirut near the towns of Ham- 
manah and Qurnayel, the targets of a 
two-pronged Syrian assault to cut the 
Palestinian’s major supply line leading 
to their main positions of Aintoura and 
Mtein further north. 


According to commanders at the 
Palestinian field headquarters in Aley, 
seven miles from the front, the Syrians 
overran two of their positions at Hazarta 
and Tarshish to advance to Ain E l Sahha, 
four miles east of Qurnayel. 
The Syrians were attacking in a 
spearhead along two main axes: east 
from Tarshish toward Qurnayel and 
north from Sofar toward Hammanah. If 
they can capture the two towns and join 
forces, they will have cut the main supp­ 
ly route to Aintoura and Mtein with the 
way clear to advance on them. 
But it appeared from this reporter’s 
tour of the front Wednesday afternoon 
that the Palestinians, backed by units of 
the Lebanese Arab Army and other lef­ 
tist forces, would be able to put up a 
fierce and prolonged fight.

The governor signed legislation 
(AB163) by Assemblyman Howard 
Berman. D-Beverly Hills, to create a 14- 
member commission to plan for use of

At the same time, he approved a 
measure (AB3544) by Assemblyman 
Michael Wornum, D M ill Valley, to 
create a five-member state coastal zone 
conservancy board which will be em­ 
powered to conserve resources in the 
coastal zone established by the Smith 
bill 
Brown heaped credit on the legislature 
for its environmental accomplishments 
He did not claim credit for himself on the 
major coastal bill but was instrumental 
in helping to secure passage of it. 
Enactment of the measure came after 
years of legislative deadlock on the is­ 
sue. In the final compromising, he 
swayed the powerful forces of organized 
labor and developers into removing their 
strong opposition to the bill and per­ 
suaded them to support it. 
In his state-of-the-state message last 
January, Brown cited passage of the 1972 
initiative and declared, “ It is now up to 
us to fulfill the mandate of the people 
and devise reasonable rules to control 
the use and development of this unique 
resource.”

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey D-Minn., faces possible 
surgery for removal of tumors, which 
could be cancerous, from his bladder, his 
office announced today. 
Humphrey will undergo “ extensive 
tests” beginning this weekend to deter­ 
mine whether surgery is required. 
A statement issued by his office said 
Humphrey, 65, w ill enter Bethesda 
Naval Hospital over the weekend and ad­ 
ded, “ The senator will undergo extensive 
tests and possible surgery.”

directions to various facilities in the 
civic center. 
Wrapping around the 20.000 square foot 
city hall structure would be parking and 
the tot play area, all interlaced with 
walkways and landscaping that would 
provide benches and tables for small 
group usage 
There would be a covered walkway 
between the administration building and 
the council chambers Wong figures the 
chambers would accommodate about 100 
persons. An additional 100 could be ac­ 
commodated in temporary seating in an 
overflow area of the lobby. 


Wahlers commented that the 100-seat 
chambers could handle 95 per cent of the 
council’s meetings and that the facility 
would be able to handle any meeting by 
using the lobby area 


The play area would be 
relocated 
eastward toward the southwest corner 
of C and Cypress, with 
safety features 
landscaped in to discourage children 
from running into the street. 
Future expansion. Wong said, could be 
accomplished by extending the ad­ 
ministration building westward and 
later, as need dictated, the construction 
of a second wing to the north side of the 
council chambers. 
Wong envisions a heavy planting buffer 
between the civic center and sur­ 
rounding residences with landscaped 
mounds between the site and the 
sidewalk along C Street to make the 
parking area less noticeable from the 
street 
Wong said the 20.000 square feet for the 
city hall facility is an estimate at this 
point, to be adjusted in the final plans to 
the needs of the various departments of 
the city. 
The plan would include the placement 
of 80 parking spaces, with additional 
parking to be developed by better utiliza­ 
tion of the area behind the Police 
Department and the future acquisition of 
the Schuyler house between the swimm­ 
ing pool and D Street, he said 
Wong told the gathering that construc­ 
tion would be of the early California 
architectural plan, utilizing heavy 
beams and columns and tile roofs with 
slumpstone panels resembling adobe, all 
of which, he said, would blend well with 
surrounding buildings in the area 


He figured the plaza area could be put 
to good use by holding outdoor civic 
events there. It would cover about 200 
square feet in two segments 
In answer to a question from Alberta 


Morgan. Wong said the total price, in­ 
cluding undergrounding of utilities, land 
scaping, furnishing of city hall, soil 
analysis fees and the construction would 
be about $1.5 million 
Harley Craig said he fell the plan did 
not include sufficient parking and that 
the proposed beautification of the site 
would be too costly “ This represents 
wasted time and money and you’d better 
wake up to it.” Craig said, adding that he 
believes the city has more landscaping 
than it can take care of now. 
Wong responded that the landscaping 
proposed for the civic center would 
require less care than the existing 
Floresta Park does 
Various commission, committee and 
board members asked questions and 
made suggestions regarding the 
proposal, with the chief concerns being 
parking problems and the loss of some of 
the play area to the neighborhood 
children. 
With assurance from Mayor E. C. 
Stevens that all of the ideas would be 
“ massaged many times before final 
plans are developed’ ’ and that each panel 
would have opportunity for full review of 
each step of the development the com­ 
missions. board and committee, after a 
15-minute discussion caucus, endorsed 
the concept and the council voted to 
authorize the staff to proceed. 


Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz 
stressed that the meeting would 
not 
prove to be “ an exercise in futility’ even 
if the President does not sign the ap­ 
propriations bill. “ If we do not get the 
grant, we at least will have launched 
plans for a city hall. If we don’t do it this 
year, we ll do it next year,” she stated.

Most Lompoc girls who come to his of­ 
fice get the word from other girls When 
an abortion is in order there is really just 
one doctor to see locally 
Last year there were 75 births aborted 
in the Lompoc District Hospital where 
Doctor X and other local doctors do all 
their abortions. He did 64 of them. 
There were 81 abortions performed at 
the hospital in 1974, but the decrease in 
1975 does not mean the abortion rate is 
on the down side — far from it. 
The number of recorded abortions 
statewide went from 131,870 in 1973 to 
135,762 in 1974 to 142,067 in 1975, reports 
the state Department of Public Health 


In Santa Barbara County, the figures 
were 608 in 1973, 1,031 in 1974 and 1,376 in 
1975. 


Still, these figures are inconclusive 
because abortions performed in a doc­ 
tor’s office and in clinics are not 
required to be reported. 
What this means is that no one knows 
how many Lompoc women get abortions 
each year. They are known to go through 
the California Abortion Counseling Ser­ 


vice, Inc — it has an ad in the yellow 
pages of the local phone book — which 
refers them to clinics in Fresno. Baker­ 
sfield and elswhere for service Planned 
Parenthood of Santa Barbara, Inc refers 
them to several doctors in the county. 
The age range of women who visit Doc­ 
tor X ’s office for an abortion is 13 to 25 
with a few patients being older. But 
predominantly they are 13 to 16 years 
old, he states. 
He “ shies away” from aborting the 
pregnancy of girls under 15 without 
parental consent. Girls over that age, 
however, are emanicapted minors ac­ 
cording to law, he said. 
Doctor X or his nurse counsels each 
female who comes to the office wanting 
an abortion They are asked how they let 
this unwanted pregnancy happen and 
what are they going to do in the future to 
prevent another one. 
“ What I don’t like,” said the doctor, 
“ is repeat abortions. You can’t use this 
as a contraceptive.” 


He charges $150 for his service and the 
hospital charges $200 for its part, which 
is why some Lompoc women use clinics. 
His rate may be cheaper than other doc­ 
tors in town, but clinics are the cheapest. 


A clinic in Bakersfield (there are no 
abortion clinics in Santa Barbara 
County, according to reports) charges 
$135 for the complete abortion process 
and that price includes free contracep 
lives and many other features that would 
mean additional doctor costs elsewhere. 
Many of the women who use Lompoc’s 
Doctor X can easily afford him, 
however. They don’t have to pay; the 
county welfare department does 
In fact, taxpayers pay for a large 
number of abortions in California 
through the Medi-Cal program The state 
estimates that of the 135,762 abortions 
performed in 1974 about 57,000 of them 
were paid by welfare.

Sentiment is now surfacing to 
have the county government 
hold off on any action to ap­ 
prove a special service area in 
the entire unincorporated area 
to finance sheriff’s patrol ser­ 
vices prior to examination of 
"all property tax inequities” 
existing between taxpayees in 
the unincorporated areas and 
the five cities in the county. 
This feeling will be reflected

The proposal — broadened 
from an original request for 
such a district in Goleta Valley 
— has been championed by 
Santa Barbara Mayor David 
Shiftman.

A number of property owners 
in the County who are receiving 
some form of public assistance 
now are eligible for the 
Homeowner’s Tax Exemption 
as result of the passage of As­ 
sembly 
Bill 2972, William H.

Eligible are recipients of as­ 
sistance who received an 
allowance for taxes, either in 
whole or part, directly or in­ 
directly. from the state or 
county.

of a child when she is unwed 
and on welfare.” 


His general comment about 
young girls getting pregnant 
when they didn’t mean to is 
‘‘they are not sexually responsi­ 
ble. They don’t have the guts or 
brains to get a contracep­ 
tive.” The doctor suggested 
that some girls do not use the 
free clinic because they are 
afraid their parents will dis­ 
cover they take the pill or they 
are afraid they will be seen by 
someone in their peer group at 
the county office. At the same 
time, they are too embarrassed 
to ask their family doctors for a 
prescription 


Doctor X came to town three 
years ago from a big city where 
he performed a dozen or so 
abortion surgeries in a morn­ 
ing He averages about one a 
week in Lompoc while the 
remaining physicians perform 
one or two a year, if at all. He 
does abortions on demand; the 
others will not because of per­ 
sonal beliefs. 


The doctor can sleep at night 
knowing he has snuffed out a 
spark of life earlier that day 
because he remembers what it 
was like before liberal abortion 
laws were made. 
Desperate girls would go to a 
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"metal worker or anyone” for 
an abortion and more often than 
not they would wind up in a 
hospital emergency room "and 
you would be fighting shock, 
loss of blood and infection " 
The mortality rate of abor­ 
tion infections was over 50 per 
cent, he recounted. 
" I can sleep at night,” he 
said, "because I know I have 
saved 150 girls from going 
through the hell I've seen Peo­ 
ple just don't know what hap­ 
pens in the world on the street 
level."

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
94th Congress, passing legisla­ 
tion at a rapid clip, is rolling 
smoothly toward adjournment, 
probably by the end of the 
week. But the stretch drive is 
taking its toll. 
The Senate and House, 
starting early and working late, 
Tuesday cleared away some 
“ must” legislation which had to 
be passed. 


But some programs which 
still had an outside chance of 
getting through, were doomed. 


President Ford was expected 
to reveal sometime today his 
decision on some major meas­ 
ures — the $56.6 billion Labor- 
HEW appropriations bill, which 
he is said to be ready to veto, 
the $3.7 billion appropriation 
for public works jobs and a one- 


year extension of the public ser­ 
vice jobs program. 
Congress will try to override 
a veto on any of the three before 
quitting. 
In rapid succession Tuesday, 
Congress took the following ac­ 
tions on major measures: 


— The Senate passed and sent 
to the White House a $5.1 billion 
foreign aid appropriations 
measure — a third of it going to 
Israel — the 13th and last of the 
major money bills to clear. 


— Both Senate and House ap­ 
proved and sent to the White 
House a compromise bill set­ 
ting strict new federal stan­ 
dards for chemicals and other 
toxic substances that could 
have a dangerous impact on 
health or the environment. 
— The Senate passed and sent 


to the House a $1.1 billion rivers 
and harbors developm ent 
authorization measure after 
killing two controversial parts 
— a new dam and locks on the 
Mississippi River and the im­ 
position of user fees on the in­ 
land waterways for the first 
time. 
— The Senate approved a 
com prom ise 
m u ltib illio n 
dollar higher and vocational 
education assistance bill which 
would authorize as much as $18 
billion over a six-year period. It 
would grant aid to needy stu­ 
dents up to $1,800. The House 
has still to act on the measure. 
But legislation to manage oil 
and gas development on the out­ 
er continental shelf, to extend 
and broaden the export control 
act, and a ban on the sale of $30 
million in Maverick missiles to 
McCarthy wins court orders

The one-time Democratic 
senator from Minnesota has 
acquired four court orders this 
week — three federal and one 
state — placing him on the 
ballot in Texas, Utah. Maryland 
and Massachusetts. 
McCarthy told the Washing­ 
ton Press Club Tuesday that he 
now will be listed as an indepen­ 
dent candidate in at least 30 
states and hopes to wind up on 
the ballot in nearly a dozen 
more.

bills inked 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Two b ills to p reven t in ­ 
discriminate police inspection 
of personal bank records and 
give college students greater 
access to their school records 
were signed Tuesday by Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
One bill ( AB3387) by Assem­ 
blyman Alan Sieroty, D-Los 
Angeles, requires police agen­ 
cies to obtain court authoriza­ 
tion or permission of the in­ 
dividual before they could in­ 
spect personal bank records. 
Authorities presently have 
wide access to fiancial records 
of persons by using what is 
called an administrative subpo­ 
ena, issued by agency officials, 
not a court 
The other bill (SB1493) by 
Sen John Stull. R-Escondido, 
gives students at public and 
private colleges and universi­ 
ties access to their records, 
with certain exceptions. 
Currently, parents of children 
enrolled in grades kindergarten 
through high school have cer­ 
tain rights of access to informa­ 
tion in school files. The Stull 
measure extends the rights to 
college students and also per­ 
mits the students to challenge 
contents of files they felt were 
inaccurate

Tax reform group 
rates legislators 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
California Tax Reform Associa­ 
tion today gave 40 of the 120 
state legislators poor marks in 
their voting records on tax 
reform measures. 
The 1,000-member associa­ 
tion, a citizen’s group seeking 
reform of the state and local 
tax structure, issued what it 
called the first-ever rating of 
legislators on the tax issue. 
The lawmakers were graded 
on an A-I- to F scale, with the 
highest marks going to those 
voting for 15 tax revision 
measures and the lowest to 
those voting against them. 
CTRA Executive Director 
Brian Kelley said “ the poor 
performance” of the 1975-’76 
legislature “ is a revealing com­ 
ment on the grip that business 
interests and wealthy tax­ 
payers have on the legislature 
when it comes to tax policy.” 
“ F u lly one-third of the 
legislature seem to be saying by 
their votes that they want to 
continue the present, inequita­ 
ble tax structure,” he said in a 
news release.

Bizarre prison escape plot 


broken up with four arrests 


SAN DIEGO (U P I) - The 
F B I says agents broke up a bold 
plot, much like that of a recent 
movie, to spring a narcotics 
dealer from a federal prison in 
Michigan by shooting guards 
and plucking him to freedom in 
a helicopter. 


Four persons have been 
arrested — including the con­ 
vict’s wife — and others are be­ 
ing hunted, the F B I said 


Agents of the F B I and the 
Drug Enforcement administra­ 
tion several months ago began 
investigating rumors that a 
scheme was being hatched for 
the escape of Roger Fry, 29. 
from the federal prison at 
Milan. Mich., where he is serv­ 
ing a narcotics trafficking term 
of 10 years without possibility 
of parole. 
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Rhodesia and their Western 
supporters were attempting to 
give the appearance they were 
“ reckoning with the inevitabili­ 
ty of the process of national 
liberation.” 
“ But in fact, as before, 
everything is being done to con­ 
tain the just struggle of the peo­ 
ples of Zimbabwe (Rhodesia) 
and Namibia and erf the in­ 
digenous population of the 
Republic of South Africa for 
their legitimate rights,” the 
Soviet foreign minister said. 
“ Every possible method is 
being brought into play — from 
direct suppressing and violence 
to attempts to divert the 
national liberation movement 
away from genuine independ­ 
ence and freedom through 
political gimmickry and finan­ 
cial handouts," he said. 
In a day of intense diplomatic 
activity, West Germany Vice 
Chancellor 
Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher also called for a U.N. 
treaty banning the taking of 
hostages and assuring that 
perpetrators be brought to trial 
where they are seized or ex­ 
tradited. 
The West German delegation, 
with support from Asian, 
African and Latin American 
countries, as well as the United 
States, Canada and Western 
Europe, planned to introduce a 
resolution against the taking of 
hostages to be debated later. 
Their supporters said there 
was no opposition even from 
Arab countries, most of which 
have been slow to act against 
international terrorism.

The 22-year-old newspaper 
heiress testified against the 
Harrises for more than 2Vk 
hours Monday and Weed 
followed her to the stand. 
They were among a total of 46 
witnesses who appeared during 
the first two days of the secret 
inquiry Randolph Hearst. Miss 
Hearst’s father, took the stand 
for about half an hour Tuesday, 
presurru^ly to describe his ef­ 
forts t“ obtain his daughter’s 
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release through a $2 million 
food giveaway ordered by the 
SLA 
She subsequently proclaimed 
allegiance to the terrorist group 
and participated in a bank rob­ 
bery for which she was 
sentenced Friday to a seven- 
year federal prison term. 
Other witnesses Tuesday in­ 
cluded Berkeley police officers, 
FBI agents who investigated 
the kidnaping case, the landlord 
of the Daly City apartment 
house where Miss Hearst was 
held captive and Oakland gun 
store owner Richard Sloan, who 
testified he sold weapons to 
various SLA members.

First woman 
jet class 


WILLIAMS AFB. Ariz. (UPI) 
— The first Air Force jet pilot 
class to include women went 
into training today. 
Ten of the 49 cadets in the 
Undergraduate Pilot Training 
(UPT) course that began today 
are women. 
They face 4® weeks of train­ 
ing in learning to fly T37 and 
TS8 jets, two seat trainers 
which can climb to 50,000 feet 
and reach speeds of about 800 
mile an hour. 
“I think they’re going to 
watch us for a while,” said 
Capt. Kathy La Sauce of Long 
Island, N Y. “If the program 
works, which everyone thinks it 
will, they'll expand it.” 
"It’s really a far out ex­ 
perience.” she said. 
The program is an example of 
the military’s willingness to put 
women in responsible positions, 
she said. Before being accepted 
for pilot training, she was an 
aviation maintenance officer, 
in charge of 120 men. 
Most of the male students 
“are mature enough to accept 
the fact that we’re capable,” 
she said. 
“The biggest bonus is a lot of 
motivation to both males and 
females to try harder.” 
Although the male students 
will be in training to fly jet 
fighters, federal law forbids 
women to take part in combat 
operations 
Some of the women student 
pilots said they regard the ban 
as wrong, arguing that women 
have the same obligation to de­ 
fend their country that men do. 
“If they send me out to fight, 
I’ll do it.” said Lt. Christine 
Schott of Indiana, Penn. 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the first time a study has been 
made o^just who is getting food 
stamps from the government. 
It may help to dispel some of 
the charges leveled against the 
program since it was first 
enacted in 1964. 
College students, workers on 
strike, drivers of Cadillacs and 
others have been accused of us­ 
ing food stamps in contraven­ 
tion of the purpose of the law, 
which was and is to assure that 
the needy receive basic food 
needs. 
But the study compiled by the 
staff of the House Agriculture 
Committee learned that the 
vast majority of food stamp 
recipients are those who need 
them. The staff doesn’t draw 
that conclusion, but its figures 
do. 
As of last June there were 
16.3 million persons receiving 
food stamps in the United 
States costing $5.7 billion. 


The two-year, $200,000 study, 
primarily a compilation of 
previous General Accounting 
Office and other reports, in­ 
dicated the average household 
had a gross income of $305 per 
month, including Social Securi­ 
ty payments. 
On the ends of that scale, 
about 6 per cent of the families 
receiving food stamps had no 
income and two-tenths of one 
per cent had gross incomes of 
$1,000 or more monthly. The 
latter qualified for stamps be­ 
cause of the number of depen­ 
dents or other circumstances, 
the study said. 
There was a college student 
in 5.6 per cent of the households 
receiving the stamps and in 75 
per cent of those households a 
college student was head of the 
household. But the committee 
said that 52 per cent of the stu­ 
dents receiving stamps work 
while going to school and 40 per 
cent of them are 25 or older. 


And in a special survey con­ 
ducted at six universities, it 
was found that less than 2.5 per 
cent of the student body was 
found to be receiving food 
stamps at five of them. 
Two-tenths of one per cent of 
the households included a 
worker who was on strike but 
the study staffers believed that 
may be underestimated be­ 
cause of the questionnaires 
used. 


Sixty per cent of the 
households were headed by a 
male, 54.4 per cent were white, 
25 per cent were black and 15.7 
per cent were Spanish-sur- 
named, primarily in Puerto 
Rico. 


A majority of the recipient 
families had more than two 
members. Thirty-five per cent 
had three to five members, 16 
per cent six and above. Thirty- 
five per cent of the families 
owned their own home and 


about half of those reported no 
mortgage payments. 
All of this isn’t expected to 
change much in the near future.

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Economie recovery 
sound, experts say 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Ad­ 
ministration economists say 
the first decline for the com­ 
posite index of economic in­ 
dicators in 18 months is not con­ 
clusive evidence the recovery is 
faltering. 
The Commerce Department 
reported Tuesday that the index 
— the government’s forecaster 
of future economic activity — 
fell for the first time since the 
current economic recovery got 
under way. 
The large August downturn of 
1.5 per cent marks the first 
decline in the index since 
February, 1975, and the largest 
decline since January of that 
year when it fell 3.4 per cent. 
In the past, the index has 
risen before each economic ex­ 
pansion and dropped before 
each downturn. 
Following the report’s relea­ 
se, administration economists 
were quick to say that one 
m onth's figure may be a 
“ statistical aberration’’ and 
that it would take three months 
of declines in the index before a 
definite economic trend could 
be established. 
Commerce’s chief economist 
John Kendrick said preliminary 
September figures for stock 
prices, the money supply and 
plant equipment orders indicate 
“ chances are good we will get a 
rebound in the indicators next 
month.” 
He said August’s figures may 
be revised upward later when 
new data is available. 
Nevertheless, it is no secret 
that this summer’s government 
reports on unemployment, 
inflation and the “ real” Gross 


National Product have not been 
as rosy as the administration 
had hoped 
The GNP, stripped of infla­ 
tion. rose 4.5 per cent in the spr­ 
ing quarter —■ less than half the 
first quarter’s growth. 
President Ford’s chief eco­ 
nomic adviser Alan Greenspan 
recently explained that the 
economy moves in ‘‘spurts and 
pauses.” The economy is 
currently in one of the pauses, 
he said 
The White House contends 
that inflation — which has risen 
at annual rate of 6 per cent for 
the last three months — is right 
on target with its earlier 
projection of 5 per cent for 1976 
as a whole. 
Three consecutive monthly 
increases in the nation’s unem­ 
ployment rate, which stood at 
7 9 per cent in August, were at­ 
tributed to an ‘‘unexpected” ex­ 
pansion in the labor force, 
mostly caused by the increas­ 
ing number of women looking 
for jobs 
Administration 
economy- 
watchers say the labor force 
will stop expanding shortly and 
the unemployment rate will 
begin to shrink. 
Whether these predictions 
are valid or merely rationaliza­ 
tions during an election cam­ 
paign remains to be seen. 
There will be one more un­ 
employment report, one more 
leading indicators report and 
one more Consumer Price 
Index report before the elec­ 
tion. By then it should become 
clearer exactly where the 
economy is and where it is 
headed

first benefit pay 


D ET RO IT (U P I) - Ford 
Motor Co. employes, in the 
third week of their nationwide 
strike against the No 2 auto 
company, got their first strike 
benefit checks today. 
The checks ranged from $40 
to $50 and were far short of the 
$350-a-week the 170.000 Ford 
workers have been averaging, 
due in part to heavy overtime, 
before their strike began at 
midnight, Sept 14. 
United Auto Workers officials 
Tuesday described the negotia­ 
tions to settle the contract dis­ 
pute as progressing “ very, very 
slowly.” 
But despite their public state­ 
ments and the fact that UAW 
Vfce President Ken Bannon, 
director of the union’s Ford 
department, has been absent 


from the bargaining table for 
two days, sources said substan­ 
tial progress has been made in 
the past week. 
“ There’s a few pieces that 
have fallen into place, but not 
enough -- not nearly enough,” 
Bannon said Tuesday as he 
visited picket lines and union 
halls in the Detroit area. He 
planned to visit more striking 
UAW members in Ohio plants 
today. 
For the most part, workers 
were in a jovial mood. 
One worker at the massive 
Rouge manufacturing complex 
in suburban Dearborn near 
Ford

headquarters 
pushed a $1 bill into Bannon’s 
hand, telling him to buy a drink 
next time he stopped in at his 
favorite union bar. ~

Washington set 


for promotion 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
peerless leader George Wash­ 
ington soon will be a peerless 
general. 
By voice vote Tuesday, the 
Senate completed congres­ 
sional action on the Bicenten­ 
nial promotion of Washington — 
who died a lieutenant general — 
past all U.S. military officers 
who ever lived, apparently in­ 
cluding the previously top- 
ranking General of the Armies 
John J. ‘ Black Jack” Pershing 
of World War I fame. 
The bill, which cleared the 
House by 275 to 107 in August 
after grousing by some Con­ 
gressmen opposed to it, says 
Congress intends the promotion 
to place Washington above “ all 
other grades of the Army, past 
and present.” 


Unemployment pay ruling 


for students upheld 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - A 
Superior Court judge has upheld 
a state board ruling that a stu­ 
dent who will accept only part- 
time work which doesn't in­ 
terfere with classes may be 
eligible for unemployment in­ 
surance benefits 
Judge Lawrence Karlton is­ 
sued the decision Tuesday in 
rejecting a request by the state 
Employment Development De­ 
partment to overturn the ruling 
by the state Unemployment In­ 
surance Appeals Board 
The department contended 
the board ruling would under­ 
mine the solvency of the un­ 
employment insurance fund by 
making thousands of such stu­ 
dents eligible for benefits. 
Karlton said the department 
Director Martin Glick’s assess­ 
ment of the impact of the 
board's decision “ hardly will 
call for the parade of horrors 
pointed to by the director.” 
The Unem ploym ent In ­ 
surance Appeals Board made 
the ruling on a 3-2 vote last May 
in reversing a department hear­ 
ing referee’s decision on the 
case of Enid Ballantyne of 


Altadena. who works part-time 
to support herself and three 
children while attending law 
school 
The referee denied her claim 
for benefits, contending that 
because she would accept only 
part-time work that wouldn’t 
interfere with her classes she 
was not available for work as 
required by the law. 
But Karlton said Ms Ballan­ 
tyne satisfied the department’s 
rules for overcom ing the 
availability requirement by 
having a significant history of 
being self-supporting from 
part-time work while attending 
school and by basing her claim 
on part-time employment. 
“ This case is not about an ap­ 
plicant for benefits, who is in 
fact a full-time student during 
regular school semesters who 
works between sessions leaving 
work to return to school,” the 
judge said. 
“ This case is not about an 
applicant who quit employment 
to return to school and this is 
not about an applicant who is in 
fact a full-time student seeking 
unemployment benefits.” 


Heavy rains did 


little for farms 
B E R K E L E Y (U P I) - North­ 
ern California's heavy rain this 
week was too much, too late — 
or too early — for state 
farmers. 
Guy MacLeod, UC agricultur­ 
al specialist, said Tuesday that 
while much of California’s 
harvest was in, about 10 per 
cent of the tomatoes and almost 
all of the dry beans and both 
wine and table grapes were still 
to be harvested. 
Rain and accompanying cool 
temperatures could wipe them 
out he said. 
Drought through much of the 
summer, harvest time strikes 
and then late August and 
September rains made up for a 
“ horrible year.” he said. 
He noted that the raisin crop 
lay on trays in the fields, 
waiting to be taken to process­ 
ing plants. He said the rain 
could do excessive damage. 
He said there was some rain 
danger also for celery, cauli­ 
flower and broccoli crops. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A 
federal worker in Medicaid 
management and fraud detec­ 
tion said today he accepted per­ 
sonal payments from private 
groups for technical advice at 
teaching seminars. 
The official, Charles Cubbler, 
told U PI that sometimes the 
payments, which he termed 
“ honorariums,” came from 
o rg a n iz a tio n s that had 
Medicaid contracts or later 
received Medicaid contracts, or 
whose membership included 
Medicaid contractors. 
But he said he had no in­ 
fluence on the contract awards 
and denied any impropriety in 
accepting the payments. 
Cubbler is one of four federal 
Medicaid workers asked to ap­ 
pear Thursday before a Senate 
investigations subcommittee 
hearing on alleged contract im­ 
proprieties in the Medicaid 
fraud detection program. 
The subcommittee, in a brief 
advance notice, said it would in­ 
vestigate “ payments to a 
federal official responsible for 
assisting states in developing 
Medicaid management and 
fraud detection programs...” 
No names were included in 
the hearing notice. But a letter 
Monday from Sen. Sam Nunn, 
D-Ga., acting chairman of the 
Senate permanent subcommit­ 
tee on investigations, to HEW 
Secretary David Mathews re­ 
quested the appearance Thurs­ 
day of four Medicaid workers, 
whom it named. 
One of them, Cubbler, was 
asked in an interview if he had 
ever accepted payments of the 
kind mentioned in the notice. 
“ I ’d have to say no on that 
particular point at this time,” 
he replied. “ I don’t know 
whether they are talking about 
this year, last y e ar or

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Con- 
gress has completed action on 
and sent to the White House 
legislation awarding $750,000 to 
the widow and fam ily of a 
government scientist who com­ 
mitted suicide in 1953 after un­ 
knowingly taking LSD in a CIA 
experiment. 
The Senate passed the House- 
approved bill without opposi­ 
tion Tuesday. However, the 
award to Mrs. Alice Olson and 
her three children was $500,000 
less than an earlier Senate 
award, because of a cut made 
by the House. 
Dr. Frank Olson, a civilian 
biochemist who worked for the 
Army, died 23 years ago after 
he was given LSD without his 
knowledge in a CIA experiment.

Wisconsin Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey asked President Ford to 
d e c la re 12 m ore cou n ties 
drought disaster areas Tuesday 
and 
Missouri officials said 
some small towns were under­ 
going water shortages. 
Lucey sent a message to Ford 
saying crop losses for the 12 
counties needing aid amounted 
to an estimated $89 million. 
Another 46 Wisconsin counties 
already are on disaster status. 
“ Rainfall in the state has con­ 
tinued to be scattered and in­ 
adequate." Lucey said. 
In Missouri, the Department 
of Natural Resources said the 
drought was drying up the 
water supply for some towns in 
the northwest part of the state. 
It reported Polo, Mo , was 
hauling in water by truck from 
seven miles away and the town 
of Stewartville had only a 30- 
day supply of water in its wells. 
The weather was cool but dry 
in 
th e 
d r o u g h t-s tr ic k e n 
areas today. The only rains 
were in the lower Mississippi 
Valley and California. 
Temperatures dipped to the 
40s and 30s over the Northern 
ftockies. portions of the Great 
Lakes, the upper Mississippi 
and Ohio v a lle y s and the 
northern Atlantic Seaboard. 
The mercury slipped to 28 at 
Bradford. Pa., 33 at Albany, 
N Y . 35 at both Sioux Falls, 
S D . and Ft Riley, Kan., 41 at 
Green Bay.

Ford aides worried about small towns 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) - 
Republican presidential candi­ 
dates usually fret over cities 
and delight in towns. Not this 
year. President Ford’s political 
aides are worried about the 
small town vote. 
The President’s men smile 
over reports from such tradi­ 
tional Democratic bastions as 
Chicago, where public opinion 
p olls show Ford a ctu a lly 
leading Jimmy Carter in some 
sections of the metropolis. 
But it is the midland towns of 
between 8,000 and 10,000 per­ 
sons that causes the fret. Aides 
say Democratic candidate Jim­ 
my Carter — at the time of the 
poll two weeks ago — was show­ 
ing unexpected strength in 
America's small towns. 
Ford worked in the White 
House today, and planned no 
trips until next week when, 
while flying to debate Carter in 
San Francisco Oct. 6, he also 
will campaign on the West 
Coast and, probably, in Texas. 
His schedule today called for 
re ce iv in g Italian F oreign 
Minister Arnaldo Forlani and 
signing (at noon EDT) a bill to 
pay $50.000 to the heirs of any 
police officer slain in the line of 
duty. 
Ford's political aides private­ 


ly cited these reasons for the 
apparent shift to Carter in 
traditionally Republican areas . 
A traditional sm all town dis­ 
like of the big city. And Jimmy 
Carter s home town of Plains, 
Ga., is a classic one-horse town 
that small towners can feel 
kinship with. 
Ford, on the other hand, may 
not be identified as a big city 
feller but he certainly is a man 
of Washington. Carter, like 
Republican Ronald Reagan, 
made much in the primaries of 
the terrible awful ways of 
Washington. 
They were successful enough 
for Ford to be forced to argue 
that he was not part of what 
Reagan called the “ Washington 
buddy system ,” but a lonesome 
Republican tribune standing up 
to the big-spending Democratic 
Congress and well-meaning but 
dictatorial bureaucrats. 
f 
Carter, smarting from reac­ 
tion to his “Playboy” interview 
on sex and religion, and on such 
other topics as Texas’ Lyndon 
B. Johnson, has taken to reviv­ 
ing his campaign oratory on the 
evils of Washington and its in­ 
habitants.

Ford’s chief of staff, 
told reporters over the weekend 
Hurricane 
threatens 
islands 


HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
Hawaiian Islands are threat­ 
ened by hurricane Kate and 
reconnaissance aircraft are be­ 
ing increased to keep a closer 
watch on the disturbance. 
A hurricane watch for the 
island of Hawaii was in effect 
Tuesday and the National 
Weather Service said it planned 
to extend the watch to Maui if 
Kate continued northwest. At 
last report, the storm was 325 
miles and almost due east of 
the islands, at 20 degrees 2 
minutes north latitude and 150 
degrees west longitude. It was 
heading on a course that would 
bring it close but to the north of 
the major islands. 
The Air Force said it planned 
to dispatch four reconnaissance 
flights over the eye of the storm 
each day. starting today. Since 
Sunday, the Air Force had been 
sending only one such flight dai­ 
ly 


that some wobbling crop prices 
and the Administration's brief 
embargo on foreign grain sales 
last year had weakened the 
traditional Republic fervor of 
the farm belt. 
The small town woe, said one 
Ford aide, can be measured in 
Illinois. He said GOP polling 
two weeks ago showed Ford far 
ahead of the Republican norm 
in the Chicago area but break­ 
ing only even with Carter in the 
t r a d i t i o n a l l y 
h e a v i l y 
Republican downstate area. 


“If downstate Illinois had run 
to normal, why the President 
would be 20 points ahead 
in 
Illinois polls, he said. 


The President’s men univer­ 
sally expect more cheering 
news from polls now being com­ 
pleted These new polls, they 
predict, will reflect the impact 
of Carter’s “ Playboy” com­ 
ments and his talk of hiking the 
income taxes of the better off

Growing Older 


Rap sessions aid future retirees 


By LOU COTTIN 
Some time after you’re 50 you will be forced to retire from your job. Start 
running scared! If you hope to have an interesting, even bearable retirement, 
plans nfUst be made now. You must make them. Work on the theory that there 
can be joy in living even when you're old 
The movement to educate preretirees is growing Preretirement consulta­ 
tion services, workshops, clinics and discussion groups are multiplying More 
significantly, the level of expertise among those concerned with preretirement 
thinking is being enriched. 
The sociopsychological changes which come with age and retirement are be­ 
ing studied by gerontologists. The hope is that those who are in the 50-plus age 
group will avoid the miseries of those already retired In some areas of the 
country, preretirement education is still only a gesture. But where colleges and 
universities are actively involved and supportive, people in the 50 to 60 age 
group are getting a chance to look ahead toward a happier old age. 
Let's have an example. The Nassau County N.Y., Office of Senior CitizenAf- 
fairs has been running preretirement workshops for seven years. It has been 
constantly improving the teaching techniques and the value of the course con 
tent. 
. 
_... 
Under the direction of Shirley Goldberg of the Department of Senior Citizen 
Affairs, six workshops were run in 1969. “ This year, Goldberg reports, there 
are 20 workshops Since preretirement teaching began in this county, 
than 6.000 men and women between 50 and 65 have been helped to break the 
stranglehold of the work ethic.” 
Workshops in Nassau County are conducted in six two-hour sessions once a 
week The theme of the course is “ Retirement Can Be a Beginning. 
Topics 
cover: retirement communities, physical and mental health, legal and finan­ 
cial planning, leisure activities, life and love after 60, and the facts about Social 
Security. 
Originally, the format was conventional: a talk by an expert, followed by 
questions and answers. In 1972, however, Nassau County came up with a new 
and exciting breakthrough in preretirement education when Sidney and 
Gertrude Kritzler. two retirees from Roslyn Heights, N Y , who had been coor­ 
dinators of the county preretirement workshops at Hofstra University on Long 
Island decided that there was a glaring weakness in the routine lecture- 
question-answer procedure. 
j 
“ There is no input from the preretirees themselves,” Kritzler said. The ex­ 
perts who lecture at the workshop sessions provide solid information But the 
preretirees have no opportunity to explore and discuss their personal concepts 
- their fears and hopes about what retirement may be like emotionally and 
psychologically ’ 
Working with Goldberg, the Kritzlers designed a new kind of workshop, a 9 
a m to 4 p m preretirement self-analysis Call it a 
rap session. Call it an 


“ encounter” or “ awareness” session. It was to be the workshop in which the 
preretirees examined themselves and shared their concerns. 
The workshop was exciting. For some, it was frightening A series of psy­ 
chological “ exercises” was presented sequentially to the entire group TTien, 
with the group breaking up into panels of seven or eight each, the exercises 
were “ performed” by the preretirees, with participants focusing on the per­ 
sonal " I." 
One exercise, for example, called for an inventory of life roles, personal as­ 
sets. skills, interests, hobbies. That was followed by questions “ How do others 
see you ' How much of this will carry over into retirement’»” 
Another exercise required participants to identify crises in their lives Then 
they were to explain to one another what coping mechanism they used in each 
Another exercise took up the identification of retirement goals Then the pan­ 
elists were to discuss the hindrances and favorable features which might affect 
the attainment of those goals. 
Pretending to be a preretiree. I sat in on this year’s “ Life Planning 
Workshop,“ sponsored by the Nassau County Department of Senior Citizen Af­ 
fairs, at Hofstra University. The conveners were the Kritzlers The coor­ 
dinator was the brilliant Elaine Goldman Jacks, MS, RN. She is coordinator of 
Adelphi University Programs on Aging. The facilitators of the small panel 
groups were graduate students at Adelphi involved with education, health and 
social service disciplines. 
Please permit a personal observation. The writing of this column brings me 
in touch by phone, by mail, and face to face with hundreds of troubled, unhap­ 
py, bored, retired citizens. My experience at the “ Life Planning Session” con­ 
vinces me that they’d be happier and better-adjusted people if they had taken 
courses in preretirement during their 50s 
But there’s a money problem Most federal, state and county offices of aging 
do not realize how much preretirement education can do to help the aging live 
happier lives All preretirement programs on Long Island and elsewhere are 
conducted on a volunteer basis. In my opinion, that situation is shameful. To 
require specialists like Goldman Jacks to give their time and expertise without 
compensation is unfair. 
As things stand now, the priorities of the Department of Health, Education 
and Wellare cover (minimally) food, health .and housing for those already 
reitred I submit that generous funding for preretirement education should also 
be set up as a national priority Preretirement education would help eliminate 
many problems for the elderly. They would be able to cope more efficiently, to 
remain valid longer, to stay healthier. In the end, funding for such education 
would save money for the government. 
Those between ages 50 and 65 should organize a campaign for adequate finan­ 
cial support for that important service to about-to-be older Americans 
We need more younger older Americans

Viking barrow replica 
Solvang to get still 
another 
'touch of Danish'

The tiny Solvang Town Park 
in the heart of the community 
along Mission Drive soon will 
have another touch of Danish 
added to its landscape. 
Ferdinand Sorensen, known 
as the “ father of Danish 
architecture” in Solvang. and 
Levi Persson. writer and world 
traveler, both revealed at a 
m eetin g of the S olvan g 
Business Assn. Monday night 
plans for the placement of a 
Kaempe Hoj — barrow — or 
secular mound which marked 
the graves of the Vikings of 
yesteryear, in the park. 
The barrow consists of four 
sandstone rocks — the largest 
weighing two tons and the other 
three about 500 pounds each. 
The big rock has been inscribed 
by hammer and chisel by 
Sorensen with the inscription 
“ 11.270 Kilometers to Den­ 
mark" on one side and “Viking 
Barrow 911 A C." on the other. 


Sorensen, whose influence is 
also seen in the park with the 
bandstand he designed and built 
and the handsome bronze statue 
of Hans Christian Andersen 
which he helped obtain as head 
of the Solvang Chapter of the 
Rebild National Park Society, 
said he would meet with a 
county park department official 
Friday to determine the loca­ 
tion of the barrow 


“I would like to see it at the 
comer of the park at the in­ 
tersection of Mission and First 
Street." he declared 
Sorensen and Persson. with 
the aid of Philip Larsen and his 
heavy equipment, set out last 
Labor Day weekend to obtain 
the rocks on U S. Forest Ser­ 
vice Land in the upper Paradise 
area along the Santa Ynez 
River. 
Sorensen said Larsen prac­ 
tically bulldozed his way along 
the rugged terrain to obtain the 
location for just the right rocks. 
Bringing them back to 
Solvang. they were dumped in 
front of Sorensen's workshops 
behind his Danish styled home 
and windmill on Old Mill Road 
where he chiseled out the in­ 
scriptions front and back on the 
largest of the rocks 
The entire project is being 
financed with contributions 
from members of the Klanse 
Klub throughout Denmark The 
Klub in Denmark was launched 
following a visit of originating 
Klanse Klubbers from Solvang. 
The Klanse Klub was formed 
several years ago in Solvang as 
a philantrophic and fun group 
with its members usually mak­ 
ing an annual trip to Denmark. 
Sorensen said the Klanse 
Klub from Denmark supported 
the plan of setting up the 
barrow in the park as a means 
of expressing their appreciation 


to Solvang Klub members for 
their friendship. 
He said, too, that several 
members of the Klub from Den­ 
mark would be in the Los 
Angeles-Solvang area from Oct. 
9-21. During that period dedica­ 
tion ceremonies will be con­ 
ducted at the barrow. 
Sorensen paid tribute to Pers­ 
son. Larsen and officials of the 
Forest Service for their work 
and cooperation in obtaining the 
rocks and making the barrow 
possible. 
“It should be quite a conver­ 
sation piece for tourists,” 
Sorensen said, adding that the 
park was one of the most pop­ 
ular places in Solvang for 
visitors.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Ken Norton was so 
positive he had won at least nine of the 15 rounds 
and taken away the world heavyweight title 
from Muhammad Ali that when the referee and 
two judges all narrowly voted Ali the winner and 
still champion, he simply couldn’t control his 
emotions. 
Ken Norton began crying 
He was dazed and confused — the word he 
used was “crushed." He said that was how he 
felt upon hearing referee Arthur Mercante had it 
8-6-1 for Ali and the two judges, Harold 
Lederman and Barney Smith, also had Ali in 
front, 8-7. 
“You felt you won the fight?" someone said to 
Norton. 
“Without question," he answered evenly. 
“In that case, why do you feel you didn’t get 
the decision?" 
Ken Norton had said previously he felt “the 
judges made asses of themselves." and now he 


had the perfect opportunity to harpoon them and 
the referee even more, but he didn’t. He mulled 
over the question a moment or so and replied: 
“I love the game. I don’t want to hurt it, so I’d 
rather not answer that question." 
Norton s manager, Bob Biron, was standing at 
his side Biron is not your old fight manager 
stereotype, who goes around bleating, “we wuz 
robbed’ every time his fighter loses a decision. 
“Ken doesn’t want to answer that question, 
but I will," Bob Biron said. “I’ll tell you why he 
didn’t get the decision. Obviously they want to 
keep Ali fighting. He’s so good at the box office, 
they don’t want to see him get beat." 
Bob Biron wasn’t saying the officials were 
crooked, he was merely saying they were in­ 
fluenced in Ali’s favor because, after all, he 
comes close to being the most exciting, charis­ 
matic personality in the history of sports and the 
type of individual who has a way of making peo­ 
ple root for him without them always being fully 
aware of it. 


I had the fight even through the first 14 rounds 
and thought Norton won the 15th to earn the deci­ 
sion, 8-7. I wasn’t the only one. Teddy Brenner, 
the veteran Madison Square Garden promoter, 
had it 10-5 for Norton and down through the 
years I’ve found he scores a fight far better than 
most observers. 
Ali felt he won, but then when is the last time 
you ever heard him say he thought he lost? 
“I won big," he said, when he was asked for 
his opinion. “ I know I did. I hit him three times 
to his one." 
Later, it turned out he wasn’t so sure. 
Ali was quiet awhile, then he said: 
“I feel retirement’s around the corner. It just 
gets where age catches up with you. Your wind, 
your endurance and everything else. It might be 
good for me to retire now, not fight anymore." 
He looked at Angelo Dundee, who has been 
with him so long now. 
“We be wise to fight (George) Foreman and 
retire," he said.

Dundee listened. 
“ What do you think?" a newsman asked him. 
“It’s his decision,” said Ali’s veteran trainer. 
“He’s the champion and it’s up to him to say 
when he feels he’s had enough." 
“You think you might change your mind 
tomorrow?" a question was put to Ali. 


“I didn't say I’m retiring,” he came right 
back. “Maybe I’d be wise, though, to get me a 
briefcase and get out of this mess. But the 
money’s so big. You just saw me earn six million 
dollars. Six million dollars! You didn’t see me 
jumping around out there for nothing." 


Personally, I thought Ali should’ve quit after 
he beat George Foreman to win back his title 
two years ago. He should’ve quit when he was 
ahead. There were signs his legs were going 
even then and now that he’s pushing 35 he’s only 
kidding himself if he thinks they’re going to get 
any better.

Aging Ali pulls out another one 


NEW YORK (UPI) — A 34-year-old Muhammad 
ili discovered Tuesday that time waits for no one. 
That fact of life almost cost the heavyweight 
hampion his title Tuesday night when he won a 
lose and highly disputed unanimous decision over 
len Norton at Yankee Stadium. 
But, although Ali’s punches lacked crispness and 
ower and found their mark less frequently, his 
rademark of being able to reach down and pull 
omething out when there seems to be nothing left 
urfaced in the 15th round. His rally broke the 
leadlocks on two judges’ score cards to win the 
ight. 
Norton wasn’t convinced he had lost After leav- 
ng the ring sobbing like a child, the ex-Marine cam- 
iosed himself and bitterly let his emotions run ram- 
gnt. 
“The judges made asses of themselves," he said. 
‘I know I won nine or 10 rounds. I was obviously the 
winner. What did he do in the 13th, 14th and 15th 
■ounds? He didn’t hurt me at all and there were 


long periods when he didn’t hit me at all. 
“To beat Ali, you almost have to knock him out." 
Referee Arthur Mercante scored the bout 8-6-1 
and judges Harold Lederman and Barney Smith 
each scored it 8-7. UPI had Norton winning the 
fight. 8-7. 
Ali, obviously distraught and brandishing several 
bruises and a scraped nose, was certain he won, but 
didn't sound toe convincing. He openly discussed 
the possibility of retirement in the morning 
Norton, a notoriously slow starter, borrowed a 
page from the Joe Frazier stylebook to win six of 
the first eight rounds. 
He pressed Ali from the outset, crowding the 
champion in close, leaving Ali little room to punch 
and at the same time maneuvering him into posi­ 
tion to score with lefts to the body and right crosses 
to the head. 
Suddenly, however, Ali, who had fought flat- 
footed as promised, turned back the hands of time, 
got up on his toes, began dancing and landing 
rapier-like left jabs to change the tempo and as-

sumed control of the fight. 
“ When I started dancing, I started winning," he 
said. 
It was enough to convince the judges, the people 
who count, that he had won, but many in the crowd, 
estimated at more than 42,000 and paying record 
gate receipts of more than $3 5 million, greeted the 
decision with a mixed response. 
The champion, who in the past had belittled Nor­ 
ton’s skills, had nothing but lavish praise for his 
beaten adversary 
“ He’s a good fighter, can’t take nothin’ away 
from him," Ali said “Norton took a lot of shots ana 
he was in good shape He was in better shape than I 
thought I’m glad I took this fight seriously If we 
didn’t, we would have lost." 
By winning, Ali, who was guaranteed $6 million 
for his efforts, raised his record to 53-2-0 with 37 
knockouts and kept intact his streak of never having 
lost in 17 title defenses The 31-year-old Norton, 
who figures to pick up nearly $2 million when all 
receipts are in, dropped to 37-4 with 30 knockouts

PHILADELPHIA - (NEA) - Dick 
Vermeil came to Broad Street straight 
from central casting. Although he’ll be 
40 years old when the Philadelphia 
Eagles reach the halfway point of the 
season, there’s no discernible gray in his 
full shock of brown hair. 
It waves in the right places. He has a 
small, sharp nose. His smile is broad and 
even-teethed His chin line is strong He 
weighs in, flat-stomached, the same as 
when he played quarterback at San Jose 
State two decades ago. 
He is what a professional football 
coach is supposed to look, act and talk 
like. 
And still he insists that he had no real 
intention to take over the moribund 
Eagles when owner Leonard Tose first 
approached him for the job in January. 
“ I had not done what I wanted to do at 
UCLA," he says, “— win a national 
championship." 
Of course, the UCLAns, whom he 
coached only in 1974 and ’75, did the next 
best thing 
They won the Pacific-8 
Conference title and upset Ohio State in 
the Rose Bowl, detouring the Buckeyes 
from a national crown. 
“It was not in my game plan to leave 
this y e a r , ” he continues, “ but 
Philadelphia was about as good an oppor­ 
tunity as you can receive. I was impres­ 
sed by the stability of the contract (five 
years) and the control I would have over 
football operations." 
Vermeil has flitted in and out of pro 
football for the last decade. In 1969, 
George Allen lured him away from a job 
as offensive backfield coach at Stanford 
to take over the special teams assign­ 
ment for the Los Angeles Rams. A year 
later, he was back on campus, at UCLA, 
as the offensive coordinator for Tommy 
Prothro When Prothro was enticed into 
the pros in 1971 to coach the Rams as 
Allen's successor, Vermeil tagged along 
as the aide in charge of the passing 
game 
He stayed through ’73 and then 


became the head man at UCLA. 
Now he goes from a winning to a losing 
situation 
"I talked to the players when I first got 
the Eagle job," he says, “and found a 
divided squad, a team that thinks as in­ 
dividuals. with not enough quality at key 
positions They didn’t believe in anyone, 
especially the Eagles They’ve had one 
winning season in 14 years." 
“We were looking for an offensive in­ 
novator and a motivator,” owner Tose 
explains as his reason for hiring 
Vermeil. 
Vermeil will buy the motivational part 
but denied the Eagles will look radically 
different from other pro teams. “ I have 
no intentions of trying to revolutionize 
the game.” he says. “I’d like to attempt 
to run at people more instead of running 
parallel to the line of scrimmage We 
have areas of strength, at wide receiver 
and tight end, and an extremely fine of­ 
fensive lineman in Jerry Sizemore. Our 
linebacker corps, with Bill Bergey in the 
middle, is potentially a good group 
“ We also have problems. The defen­ 
sive line is the weakest area in talent.” 
Sometimes Vermeil talks like a group 
leader for an est seminar — or may be a 
Dale Carnegie course 
“ Pro football forces you to find a bet­ 
ter means of communication with the in­ 
dividual athlete," he expounds. “ In 
college you can be more blunt, more 
direct with the group. College players 
are not as sophisticated, they don’t 
already have a philosophy. In pro foot­ 
ball you are forced to be a better com­ 
municator and, I think, a better teacher. 
You have to be more sophisticated in 
your means of communication because 
these guys have pride and are talented, 
or they wouldn’t be here in the first 
place 
“We’ve got to find a way to make them 
better players and that starts with self- 
motivation and self-discipline." 


“ I’d give anything,” he sighs, “to win 
eight football games."

Lompoc 
in voting 
contest 


Lompoc, one of more than 180 
communities entered in a 
nationwide Bicentennial con­ 
test to be “ America’s Votingest 
City” by Nov.2 , has a greater 
chance to show improvement 
over 1974 than the average city 
in the contest, it was learned 
this week. 


Lompoc had 5,661 voting in 
Nov. 1974, out of its estimated 
voting-age population of 18,257 
who were 18 years of age or 
over for 34.8 per cent. Thus, 
10,596 people of voting age 
failed to vote. 
This compares with a median 
1974 voter turnout of 49.5 per 
cent among the communities 
entered in the contest 
nationwide so far. 
Late in December when of­ 
fic ia l voting figures are 
available, awards will be 
presented to communities as 
follows: the highest per cent of 
voting age registered; the 
highest per cent of registered 
voters voting on Nov. 2, 1976 
and the greatest improvement 
over Nov. 5, 1974 in those two 
categories. Duplicate awards 
will be made for communities 
of various sizes. 
Communities such as Lom­ 
poc, starting from a lower than 
average 1974 voter turnout, 
should have an easier time win­ 
ning the awards for greatest 
improvement in their popula­ 
tion group, and have a greater 
challenge to win 80 per cent and 
90 per cent achievement cer­ 
tificates. contest officials said. 
The 180 communities that 
have entered the contest so far 
have a total population of eight- 
and-a-half million and repre­ 
sent 38 states. Largest city is 
Columbus, Ohio, population 
over 500,000. Sm allest is 
Pahaquardy, N.J., population 
31.

Brown to miss 


fundraiser 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. will 
miss a $250,000 Democratic 
fundraising dinner with Jimmy 
Carter Oct. 7 in Los Angeles 
because he will be busy cam­ 
paigning for a state legislator. 
Gray Davis, executive secre­ 
tary to Brown, Tuesday said the 
governor had com m itted 
himself to attend a fundraiser 
in Stockton for Democratic As­ 
semblyman Carmen Perino 
long before he was invited to 
the dinner wih Carter. 


Carter will headline the Los 
Angeles affair, proceeds from 
which will be distributed to 
Democratic Senate and House 
candidates nationwide for their 
campaigns. President Ford will 
be in Los Angeles at the same 
time for a Republican fundrais­ 
er with Ronald Reagan. 
In response to a question, 
Davis said Brown notified the 
dinner chairman, Rep. James 
Corman. that he would be un­ 
able to attend the national 
Democratic dinner because he 
was previously committed to 
Perino. 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. is 
considering the opinions of 
bureaucrats, friends, religious 
leaders and philosophers in 
deciding whether to sign the so- 
called “ right to die” bill. 
Brown has until midnight 
tonight to sign or veto the 
measure or it will automatical­ 
ly become law. But no one, in­ 
cluding the bill’s author, As­ 
semblyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, seems w illing to 
predict what course Brown will 
take. 
“ I ’m just as much in the dark 
as everybody else is,” Keene 
said in an interview. 
Brown, a former Jesu it 
seminarian, has had the con­ 
troversial bill on his desk since 
the end of August. The 
legislature narrowly approved 
the measure with lawmakers 
questioning whether the bill 
would allow “ death with 
dignity" or was a “ first step on 
the road to euthanasia.” 
The bill would allow a person 
to fill out a “ living will” to 
direct physicians to remove ar­ 
tificial life support systems if 
the patient faced imminent 
death. 
Tony Dougherty, Brown’s top 
legislative advisor, said the bill 
is narrowly written and that 
“ our biggest concern is that 


State wildfires 


reportedly heavy 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Wildfire blackened nearly three 
times as many acres of Califor­ 
nia land this year than it did a 
year ago, the state Division of 
Forestry reported Tuesday. 
Still, the division said, the 
picture was better than expect­ 
ed despite the drought. 
Wildfire consumed 165,284 
acres during the current fire 
season compared with 58,439 
acres a year ago, the division 
said. 


The division counted 6,565 
fires in its jurisdiction so far 
compared with 5,625 acres in 
1975. State Forester Larry 
Richey cautioned that fire 
danger “ is still higher than nor­ 
mal” in most parts of Califor­ 
nia. 


some people think this bill 
would make things more dif­ 
ficult." 
Dougherty said many persons 
fail to understand the bill fully 
and if it became law would af­ 
fect a relatively small number 
of persons. He insisted the 
measure was not a step toward 
euthanasia. 
“ A doctor can only cut off 
treatment after a patient has 
crossed over the wall and is 
well on the way into death,” he 
said, adding that such cases af­ 
fect a relatively low number of 
patients. 


Under existing law, he said, 
“ any person has a right to 
refuse medical treatment at 
any time. Anybody can say send 
me home." 
Dougherty said Brown has 
consulted friends, philosophers, 
priests, and followers of East­ 
ern religions and bureaucrats in 
the Department of Health about 
the measure. 
He added letters of support 
for the bill have been received 
from many church groups, 
mostly Protestant. Opposition 
comes predominenly from pro­ 
life groups with a significant

part of that mail sent from out 
of state. 


The California Catholic Coun­ 
cil is neutral about the bill after 
opposing it at first. Bishop John 
S. Cummins said. “ Morally, we 
do not have any real objection.”

CBing north and 
south of the borders

( EDITOR’S NOTE: Ink 
Dipper (KYZ-3916) is the han­ 
dle of the Editor of The CB 
Times-Joumal.) 
Your CB could be your best 
good buddy when you’re at 
home. But if you plan to travel 
in Mexico, you better find a 
resting place for the CB. And 
if you’re going to Canada, plan 
ahead. 
Many of us CBers have 
gotten so attached to our little 
buddies that we don’t like the 
idea of leaving them at home, 
especially when we’re going 
on vacation. 
However, we’re finding that 
we need a permit with us if 
our CB goes with us to 
Canada. And, in Mexico, 
forget it. 
Several stories came out in 
midsummer saying CB could 
be taken into Mexico by 
writing a certain official for a 
permit What the stories were 
not saying was that CBers 
who wrote for the permit 
simply got a “ request denied ’’ 
answer. 
New stories soon followed 
saying that not only could 
Americans not take their CBs 
into Mexico, but there was no 
permit they could obtain to do 
so. 
Mexican officials say there 
was never an official plan for 
CBing visitors to carry their 
units into Mexico. 
Now the word is that a 
bilateral agreement will have 
to be negotiated by the U S 
State Department and the 
Mexican government before 
Americans can legally take 
CBs across the border 
Until recently Mexican 
border authorities simply 
*«al«d CB units when owners 
failed to have valid Mexican 
Permits (which no one ever 


seemed to have). The units 
were covered with tape 
rendering them temporarily 
inoperative. If the seal was 
broken, a heavy penalty would 
be imposed on re-entry into 
the United States. 
Richard Everett, an 
FCC 
official, is saying that CBers 
shouldn’t take the chance on 
having their units seized or 
sealed. He said that simply 
not taking them into Mexico 
was his best advice. 
Everett says there is a trea­ 
ty in negotiation with Mexico, 
but he doesn’t seem to know 
when we can legally modulate 
south of the border. 
But if your desire is up 
Canada way, then there’s lit­ 
tle problem except time. 
There is a reciprocal agree­ 
ment between the United 
States and 
Canada which 
states that any American 
licensed CBer can obtain a 
permit to operate a CB in 
Canada. 
That means the CBer must 
obtain a permit application 
through any of the Canadian 
D e p a r t m e n t 
of 
C o m ­ 
munications regional offices. 
Fill it out and return it with a 
photostated copy of your 
American FCC permit to the 
regional office nearest your 
planned point of entry 
Canadian officials are ad­ 
vising that it may take as 
much as 60 days for process­ 
ing, so plan ahead If you get 
to the Canadian border minus 
a permit then you simply will 
have to declare the equip­ 
ment You are asked not to 
use it in Canada But, it will 
not be seized 
CB may be one of the most

— its use is applied differently

In fact, 
this year, the Playboy annual 
jazz poll placed her in the top 
five, ahead even of Roberta 
Flack.

After several college band 
gigs. Dee Dee moved from her 
native Michigan to New York.

Mel Lewis big band, and when 
she finished, their old singer 
had been released, and she 
had been hired, right there in 
the club kitchen. 
Though she never trained as 
an actress.

Mining on national landmark 


WASHINGTON - A White House of­ 
ficial intervened with the Interior 
Department earlier this year to gain per­ 
mission for a friend to dig pit mines on a 
national historic landmark. 
The mine operator with the White 
House connections is Dr. Robert San- 
som, a former assistant administrator of 
the Environmental 
Protection Agency. As 
chairman of Virginia 
Vermiculite, Inc., he 
is now more interested 
in mining vermiculite 
than in protecting the 
environment. 
Vermiculite, 
while 
not 
one 
of 
the 
glamorous 
minerals, 
has some commercial 
if mundane uses. It is 
used, for example, as 
in su la tio n 
and 
fireproofing, garden 
filler and even kitty 
Utter 
Smnoom wanted to 
dig for vermiculite on 
some historic farmland at Green Spr­ 
ings, Va. The 300-year-old site is 
treasured by the Interior Department, 
however, for its historic and scenic 
value. The White House pressure to spoil 
the site with pit mines, therefore, was 
resisted by Interior Secretary Thomas 
Kleppe 
But the story is worth telling as an ex­ 
ample of Washington pressure politics. 
Dr. Sansom, scheming to put profits 
ahead of history, got in touch with a 
friend on the President’s staff. 
Confidential White House memos show 
that on March 28 Sansom called Dr. 
James Connor, who doubles as cabinet 
secretary and presidential adviser. The 
two friends counseled together, and Con­ 
nor suggested that Sansom write to the 
President. Connor said the letter should 
be directed to his attention, and he would 
guide it through the oval office. 
In a "Dear Jim" letter the next day, 
Sansom told the White House aide: "I 
am enclosing the letter to the President 
that you suggested would be appropriate 
to clear up the subject." The letter 
denounced Kleppe, declared that ver­ 
miculite was vital to conserve energy, 
proclaimed that "the country desperate­ 
ly needs more verm iculite” and 
promised that the mining wouldn’t dis­ 
turb the environment. 
This militant letter, complete with 
Sansom's "Dear Jim’’ notes, was routed 


to Kleppe, who is supposed to forward in­ 
formation about despoiling operations on 
national historic landmarks. The inclu­ 
sion of the "Dear Jim" note was a subtle 
signal that Sansom had a powerful White 
House ally.. 
But Kleppe, unimpressed, drafted a 
tough turndown for the President to sign. 
"The energy situation of the country 
would in no way be impaired," declared 
the draft, if the historic landmark were 
left undisturbed. An accompanying 
memo advised the President that there 
was enough vermiculite to last well into 
the next century and that "good sub­ 
stitutes’’ were available anyhow. 
If President Ford had seen the draft, 
he probably would have signed it. This 
would have laid down as White House 
policy that Green Springs would remain 
green and would not be marred with 
quarry-like holes. 
But Connor managed to pigeonhole the 
draft, which never reached President 
Ford’s desk. To Connor’s credit, he is 
now repentant. "I wish now," he said, "I 
had told him to send the letter straight to 
Kleppe." But Connor admitted ruefully: 
"I shelved it." 
Sansom expressed no such remorse. 
He told us he could have asked White 
House staff chief Richard Cheney to in­ 
tervene but had contacted Connor 
because he knew him better. "I would do 
it again," said Sansom. "There’s nothing 
of historical value within five miles" of 
ttie proposed pit mines. Furthermore, he 
said, the people of the county need the in­ 
dustry. 
PERCY PROBLEM: There was a lot 
of worrying last year, according to con­ 
fidential diplomatic papers, over a string 
of worry beads. The incident, which in­ 
volves Sen. and Mrs. Charles Percy, R - 
111., was supposed to have been hushed 
up 
It happened while the Percys were 
visiting Saudi Arabia. At a private din­ 
ner, the table talk turned to worry 
beads, those Islamic talismans that the 
Arabs constantly finger. 
Saudi oil minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani 
is an avid collector of expensive worry 
beads. As a gesture of Arab hospitality, 
he dispatched a messenger to fetch a set 
of worry beads worth a couple of 
hundred dollars. He graciously offered 
them to the Percys as a gift. 
But James Akins, then the U.S. Am­ 
bassador to Saudi Arabia, had lectured 
Yamani about U.S. regulations against 
accepting gifts. He turned to Yamani 
and said: "After all we’ve talked about 


gift-giving regulations, how can you do 
this right in front of me?" 
Sen. Percy let the remark slide, but 
Mrs. Percy took umbrage. She thought it 
was a slur on the senator’s integrity. It 
was the Percy’s practice to accept gifts 
rather than embarrass their hosts. But 
back in Washington, they would quietly 
turn the gifts over to the State Depart­ 
ment. 
The embarrassed Yamani withheld the 
beads, and the incident was forgotten by 
everyone except Akins. He was later 
sacked by Secretary of State Kissinger. 
For a while, he couldn’t shake the notion 
that the Percys were somehow involved 
in getting him fired. 
He finally concluded that he was 
wrong and wrote to the senator about it. 
“I thought briefly that Mrs. Percy’s 
complaint could have contributed to the 
action," he wrote. "But there were ap­ 
parently other reasons." He asked the 
senator to assure his wife that "I have 
the highest respect for your intelligence 
and your integrity." 
Then Akins concluded the worry bead 
incident with this confession: "If it will 
bring her any comfort, you can also tell 
her that if 1 ruined the next two days of 
her Middle East trip, she has caused me 
a series of sleepless nights.’’ 


Daniel Patrick Moynihan opened his 
campaign against Senator James L. 
Buckley of New York with an appeal to 
R epublican “ m o d e ra te s,” His 
"strategy," — to quote his aides as 
paraphrased by the New York Times — 
is "to preempt the middle of the political 
spectrum.” Accordingly, Mr. Moynihan 
has gamboled about 
the state invoking the 
hallowed name of 
Dwight Eisenhower, 
as a "mainstream 
Republican,’’ to be 
distinguished from his 
opponent. "I would 
welcome Republicans 
who want to save the 
party from its ex­ 
t r e m e s ,” 
Mr. 
Moynihan said. 
And, what do you 
know, the very next 
day Senator Jacob 
J a v its, who is a 
R ep u b lica n , 
a n ­ 
nounced that he would 
not cam paign for 
Senator Buckley. Senator Javits, 
hoisting his conscience up high and com­ 
peting with the rays of the midday sun, 
appeared with “face grim," his "voice 
stern" as a mortician's. He was there 
not to praise the sainted junior senator 
from New York, but to bury him. 
Senator Javits once referred to 
himself as the voice of the Republican 
Party which if it is true, perhaps 
suggests the difficulties the Party has. 
H is lo n g -tim e resen tm en t of his 
colleague is probably the most dogged 
devotion to any principle, not counting 
Israel, ever practiced by Senator Javits, 
who six years ago, alone declined to vote 
to admit the freshly-arrived senator as a 
member of the Republican caucus. 


It was a wonderful week for politics in 
New York, the culmination of primary 
races watched carefully throughout the 
country. Mr. Moynihan was lecturing to 
New York State Republicans about the 
inappropriateness of Senator Buckley as 
their representative exactly two days 
after Senator Buckley, running against a 
primary opponent, crushed his moderate 
opponent by winning 70 per cent of the 
Republican vote. 
Who is the most popular Democrat in 
the United States? The polls inform us it 
is Senator Edward Kennedy. Well, on the 
very same day Senator Kennedy running 
in a primary contest against unknown op­ 
ponents, got 70 per cent of the vote in 
Massachusetts. Perhaps Mr. Moynihan 
will intuit that Senator Kennedy is not a 
representative Democrat? I would 
welcome any such demonstration. 


And then on the very same day Patrick 
Moynihan, engaged in a primary contest 
among Democrats, managed to get 36% 
of the vote. Having gotten half as many 
of the Democrats who turned out to vote 
to designate him as their representative, 
he informs the Republicans, twice as 
many of whom voted for Buckley, that 
their candidate is unrepresentative of 
the party.

Dr. Denton Cooley, as physicians and 
surgeons go, is very famous. He has 
pioneered heart surgery and his efforts 
have been of major benefit to thousands. 
But today, Dr. Cooley has a problem 
— a $31 million problem. 
He has just been named, together with 
various other defendants, in a malprac­ 
tice suit for that 
amount filed by a 
former patient. Yes, 
$31 million. 
Way back in 1969, 
according to a UPI 
report. Dr. Cooley im­ 
planted a heart valve 
in the plaintiff. It was 
a woman patient and 
in her suit she does not 
contend that the 
operation was not 
necessary or was 
bungled. In other 
words, at the time, 
everything was fine. 
However, in 1975, six 
years later, she began 
experiencing symp­ 
toms similar to those she had before the 
operation. 
Dr. Cooley, about this time, notified 
the plaintiff that he had received reports 
of a number of failures of her particular 
type of heart valve. He urged her to 
return to Texas so he could replace the 
valve with an improved model. 
This she did and this he did, by virtue 
of which fact she has a new complaint 
that now only $31 million will cure. This 
complaint is called the mental distress 
and loss of money she suffered as a 
result of having to undergo a second 
operation. 
We sense the fine language of a lawyer 
in all of this, for sure. We are very 
hopeful that we will be able to follow the 
results of this lawsuit through UPI. We 
are sure that if the plaintiff wins, par­ 
ticularly if a judgment is $31 million, it 
will be rather large news. 
Our medical-legal expertise and 10 
cents used to be worth a cup of coffee. 
Today it takes 25 cents. But it is obvious 
from this story, even to a layman, that 
both professions have made enormous 
strides. 
Why, not too many years prior to 1969, 
people with serious heart ailments 
seldom lived long enough to be able to 
sue anybody.

It seems the only thing consistent 
about our Lompoc School Board is their 
continuous refusal to listen to or be sen­ 
sitive to the needs and suggestions of the 
citizens of Lompoc. 
At the Sept. 14 School Board meeting, 
Dave Wolfgange requested that the 
school bus that travels the Miguelito 
route to Clarence Ruth School, which is 
almost empty, be used by the children 
walking that route. He did not ask for ad­ 
ditional buses, or even for additional 
routes, but yet he was turned down by 
Barbara Berg with "We do not intend to 
bus anyone." Well, if they can make an 
exception with the handicapped children 
now using the bus, why can’t they make 
an exception and allow the younger 
children to ride? 
Does that refusal mean that Barbara 
Berg and the Board would rather run a 
bus with a handful of children in it, forc­ 
ing five year olds to walk great dis­ 
tances, or forcing parents to drive their 
lower grade children to school, causing 
heavier traffic along the already admit­ 
tedly dangerous route, not to mention ad­ 
ditional fuel waste and air pollution? 
Is half-empty buses the way our Board 
saves money? Was that refusal of a 
reasonable request the Board’s idea of 
economy or efficiency? TTie reason the 
Board said they closed the schools in the 
first place was to save money and in the 
interest of the children, and for efficient 
use of the existing facilities. Ha! 
If those original reasons were indeed 
truthful, then the thinking of our Board is 
extremely inconsistent and unreliable,
